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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Llanidloes. 


I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for 
1972  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  your  Borough. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

From  1951  there  has  been  a general  downward  trend  in  the 
population  of  Llanidloes  but  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  for  1972  shows  a quite 
substantial  rise  on  the  1971  figure,  a rise  of  30  and  an  overall 
decline  of  36  in  the  last  20  years. 

There  was  a total  of  29  live  births  which  gives  a rate  of 

12.6  per  1,000  population,  the  rate  for  Montgomeryshire  being 
12.6  and  for  England  and  Wales  14.8.  The  rate  in  1971  was  11.0. 

There  were  3 illegitimate  births  which  gives  a rate  of  1033 
per  total  live  births  compared  with  2033  in  1971.  The  rate  for 
Montgomeryshire  was  9/3  and  for  England  and  Wales  933. 

There  were  no  home  confinements,  still  births,  premature 
births  or  infant  deaths  and.  of  the  births  took  place  outside  the 

County  of  Montgomeryshire  - this  is  27/3  of  the  total  births, 

7 were  at  Bronglais  Hospital  and  1 in  Birmingham. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  51  which  gives  a rate  of 
22.1  per  1,000  population  compared  with  14.1  for  Montgomeryshire 
and  12.1  for  England  and  Wales.  The  rate  for  1971  was  26.3. 
Again  this  death  rate  is  high  and  attention  is  drawn  yet  again 
to  the  high  number  of  deaths  of  people  who  are  resident  at 
Minhafren  Chronic  Sick  Ward  - i.e.15.  23  deaths  occurred  after 

the  age  of  75  and  of  these  5 women  and  1 man  were  over  90  years. 

A youth  of  13  died  in  a motor  vehicle  accident. 

16  deaths  were  attributed  to  heart  disease  and  8 to 
cerebrovascular  disease.  Influenza  accounted  for  6 deaths 
and  Bronchitis  end  other  chest  complaints  were  the  cause  of 
4-  deaths.  6 deaths  were  due  to  cancer. 

HOUSING 


In  the  private  sector  9 houses  were  started  and  during  the  year 
4 houses  were  completed. 

There  was  no  further  development  in  the  acquisition  of  land 
for  building  purposes  at  Brook  Street. 

Work  commenced  at  the  Spring  Mill  site.  The  site  was 
cleared  and  building  commenced  to  erect  17-2  person  flats, 
of  which  8 will  have  Warden  service,  4-5  person  maisonettes; 

3-6  person  maisonettes;  1-4  person  maisonettes  - in  all 
25  units  of  accommodation. 

The  Council  has  acquired  23  old  houses  for  improvement. 

One  has  been  modernised,  19  are  in  the  process  of  modernisation 
and  3 awaiting  improvement. 

During  the  year  one  house  was  demolished  and  one  house  closed 
under  Slum  Clearance.

There  is  a total  of  965  Units  of  accommodation  in  the 
town  of  which  the  Council  owns  315.  This  surely  is  a good 
record  and  housing  conditions  in  the  town  are  on  the  whole 
satisfactory . ' 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


At  long  last  after  many  years  of  frustrated  effort  work 
has  commenced  on  the  long  awaited  and  overdue  new  sewage  system 
for  the  town.  This  consist  of  a new  disposal  works,  replacing 
the  former  land  irrigation,  the  re-laying  of  the  town  sewers  in 
larger  sizes  and  the  construction  of  two  new  storm  water 
overflows.  The  anticipated  date  of  completion  is  31/3/74 
which  will  coincide  with  the  end  of  the  life  of  this  Borough 
Council . 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


There  is  little  to  report  on  the  proposed  central 
pulverisation  plant  which  it  was  hoped  to  site  at  Abermule  to 
serve  the  whole  County  and  it  appears  negotiations  between  the 
District  Valuer  and  the  owner  of  the  site  are  in  progress. 

Tipping  of  the  Borough's  refuse  continues  at  Cwmbelan  and 
there  is  no  adverse  report  to  be  made.

SALMONELLOSIS 


The  Divisional  Vetinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  notifies  me  of  salmonellosis  on  farms  in  my  district. 
Unless  care  is  taken  in  handling  sick  animals  with  this  disease  th 
is  a risk  of  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  the  farm  worker  and 
his  family  and  also  from  drinking  infected  milk. 


The  farms  are  visited  and  advice  given  about  the  care  needed 
to  be  taken  tc  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.

In  1971  the  following  advice  was  given  by  the  joint 

Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  after  reviewing  the 

indications  for  offering  vaccination  against  smallpox  in 

Great  Britain 

1.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  need  not  now  be  recommended 
as  a routine  procedure  in  early  childhood. 

2.  All  travellers  to  and  from  areas  of  the  World  where  Smallpox 
is  endemic  or  countries  where  eradication  programmes  are  in 
progress  should  be  protected  by  recent  vaccination. 

3.  Health  Service  Staff  who  come  into  contact  with  patients 
should  be  offered  vaccination  and  regular  re-vaccination.
